The theme for this year's yearbook 
is "games" and, although I may be 
stretching the limitations slightly, I 
do feel some justification in relating 
my message to an amusing little story. 
After all, one definition of "game" is, 
"an amusement or pastime; diver- 
sion." So, here goes. Somebody asked 
me whether I had heard the story 
about the scientist who crossed an ab- 
alone with a crocodile hoping to get an 
abadile, but getting a crocobaloney in- 
stead. I hadn't, but I'm glad now that 
I did because it has set me thinking 
about some of the predictable and un- 
predictable results at BCS. 

So often we, at BCS, plan carefully 
and believe we will bring forth aba- 
diles, but get crocks or baloney - for 
example, a sense of despair on the part 
of the students who hate to do their 
prep, or everybody turning in their 
written assignment or project late. 
And, on the other hand, sometimes we 
are so blinded by what we hope and 
expect - and demand - that we do not 
recognize a genuine, beautiful abadile 
when we have one right in front of us 
- for example, a noisy, sweating, con- 
fused bunch of students arguing their 
way into the classroom, leading to a 
15 minute discussion of what the trou- 
ble was and how to be more orderly 
next time. 

I can assure you that we aim to breed 
successful abadiles at BCS. Here are 
some good examples, both general and 
specific: good work habits; classrooms 
of motivated students; deep-seated con- 
flicts settled in class or in the house; 
a group of excited students preparing 
for a hike to Mount Orford; well 



coached students who display a sense 
of pride and enjoyment during a drama 
performance, a music recital or choir 
performance; the value of experienc- 
ing, sharing and doing things together 
in the houses, on the playing fields or 
on extended trips. 

A visitor to the school gave what I 
thought was a perceptive compliment, 
"I like your noise," he said. It made 
me think that sometimes we think we 
have a crocobaloney when we think of 
school noise, and are unaware of the 
abadile growing around us. Here are 
some abadilic noises that are signs of 
good learning at BCS - an explosion 
of group laughter; a sudden burst of 
one-to-one reactions to an idea ex- 
pressed in an otherwise one-at-a-time 
discussion; a piece of prose or poetry 
read with flair; a burst of applause or 
cheering; animated shoptalk in the 
staff room; one-at-a-time speaking from 
a variety of voices coming from class- 
rooms; pure exuberance of students 
horsing around; and even an occa- 
sional, honest, snarl from a teacher. 

Of course, there are unseen abadiles 
and unexpected crocobaloneys. But 
BCS will endeavour, through honest 
determination and realistic expecta- 
tions, to develop, nurture and grow ab- 
adiles. And that is not a crock of 
baloney!
